Now, 
no sugar came on the table, rich or poor, 
that had not gone through some process of 
refining The refining industry of this 
country was entitled to some protection.

Do you believe in protection to labor or 
to capital?“ interposed Mr. Tillman. 

That is a generality,’’ replied Mr. Alli- 
son, to which the senator well Knows my 
answer.

CHURCH DISRUPTED 
BY THE BLACK GOWN 


Reformed Episcopalians Hare a Warm 
Session. 


MINISTER AND LAYMEN QUI 


Only Wearers of the Surplice Are! 
empt from the New Order. 


BISHOP CHENEY SEVERS CONNECTION 


Miss Benson Withdraws and Takes 
with Her Contributions to the 
Church Amounting to $15,000. 


New York, June 11.—At today’s session of 
the general council of the Reformed Epis- 
copal church a resolution of congratulation 
to Queen Victoria upon the completion of 
her sixtieth year of reign was passed. 

At the afternoon session the vestment 
question, which has been under dis- 
cussion, was taken up. Rev. J. 8. Mobley, 
colored, of Columbia, S. C., asked leave to 
make the motion that the substitute offered 
by Bishop Campbell in favor of liberty in 
vestments be indefinitely postponed so as 
to bring the original motion in favor of the 
black gown before the council. A motion 
was passed to table Mr. Mobley’s motion. 
The substitute in favor of liberty in the 
use of vestments was lost by a total vote 
of 58 to 26. 

Rev. B. T. Noakes, of Cleveland, refused 
to vote. The councfl then proceeded to 
vote on the original motion to make the 
black gown the vestment to be used on all 
occasions except by those who are now us- 
ing the surplice. It was voted on “by or- 
ders’’ and the result was a victory for the 
black gown by 26 to 25 among the clergy, 
and 31 to 12 among the laymen. The joint 
vote was 57 to 27. 

Bishop Cheney, of Chicago, then announc- 
ed that he would read a letter which ordi- 
narily chould be read by the secretary, but 
which, under the peculiar citcumstances, 
he should prefer to read to the council. The 
letter, which was addressed to the presi- 
ding bishop, was to the effect that the au- 
er resigned his position as a member of 
the special church extension trust, as trus- 
tee of theolcgical seminary, as member of 
the committee on doctrine and worship and 
any other place which he may hold by the 
authority of the general council. The letter 
was signed by Charles Edward Cheney, 
bishop of the synod of Chicago, who claim- 
ed that the vote on the vestment question 
had “laid the ax at the root of all Chris- 
Tan liberty in this church.“ 

Bishop Latane, with an expression of re- 
gret at Bishop Cheney’s action, had hardly 
secured the acceptance of the resignation 
by the council when Mr. C. M. Morton, of 
Philadelphia, announced to the council 
that Miss Harriet Benson had delegated 
account of the action of the council re- 
gerd to the vestménts she would withdraw 
until further notice the income from her 
contribution to the special church extension 
trust and the special synod trust. Those 
trusts provide an income to the church of 
$15,000 a year: 

A hush fell over the courcil at this an- 
nouncement. It was followed quickly by the 
resignation of a number of prominent cler- 
gymen and laymen from important com- 
mittees. The old presbyters of the council 
showed their concern in their faces. Pre- 
siding Bishop Fellows’s eyes filled with 
tears as he said to Secretary Hendricks, 
whose face was pale: [t seems to be the 
beginning of the end.“ 

The proceedings of the council were at a 
standstill for fully fifteen minutes, while 
men left their seats and whispered to each 
other. Finally Bishop Fellows calied for an 
immediate meeting of the general commit- 
tee of the church and an adjournment of 
the session. 

The general committee after adjourning 
for dinner, reconvened at 8 o’clock. The 
night session of the general council being 
adjourned to allow the meeting. The com- 
mittee meeting was held behind closed 
docrs. Conversation with clergy and offi- 
cials of all shades of opinion in the church 
stowed that while it is the general senti- 
ment that the church will feel the result 
of the action of the council, there is little 
danger of its disruption,

When this remark was made 
General Watts turned around and waved 
his hand, to whom he didn't know. Gen- 
eral Watts ordered a policeman to ciear 
the grounds and almost immediateiy or- 
dered the troops to advance. 

Student H. C. Davis heard General Watts 
give the order to advance and the students 
began to retire slowly. He soon heard 
some one exclaim: 

Hass Brooker is in a fight.“

President McKinley Will Offer M 
ation in His Coming 
Paper. 


New York, June 11.—President McKinley 
is preparing an ultimatum to Spain. In 
consequence of the report of Consul Gener- 
al Lee, at Havana, bearing on the Ruig 
matter, in which Spain is held responsible 
for the death of the American dentist, in- 
tense interest centers upon the document. 

The Washington correspondent of The 
New York Jourrial outlines, in advance, 
the ultimatum, as follows: 

The note will inform Spain that ft is writ- 
ten under the direct instruction of the 
president. It will then go into detatls. 
The first representation will be: 

That Spain has lost control of the island 
of Cuba. 

Under this head will be grouped all the 
evidence proving the existence and main- 
tenance of a successful rebellion... The see 
tions and areas controlled by the Cuban 
insurgents and the Spanish will be estimat- 
ed and contrasted. The note will then as- 
sert: 3 

That Spain has fatled and is impotent to 
protect the lives and property of American 
citizens. 

The tale of destruction, death and disas- 
ter under this head is a heavy one. The 
reports of Consul General Lee, the Ameri- 
can consuls, and the various affidavite of 
American citizens will be appended as ex- 
hibits, together with a review of the 
claims already filed. 

The third point is very grave: 

Spain has failed to comply with its treaty 
obligations. 

Every instance in which an American has 
been illegally arrested and confined will be 
adduced. The cold array will make a 
heavy account to liquidate. 

Under these three heads will be arranged 
the reasons why the United States now 
offers mediation. These tacts are not sug- 
gested, but asserted. Following these 
statements the report will become argu- 
mentative. 

First. It will go into the reasons why 
Spain cannot subdue the rebels. he fact 
tat Spain is powerless to pacify the in-

HAS ITS SHAMS 


Georgia Congressman Makes a Prediction 
About It. 


EVIDENCE FROM A HIGH SOURCE 


Shows That the Law and the System 
Are Deficient. 


CHANGES OFTEN PRODUCE 6000 


No Skill Is Required To Fill Most of 
the Positions—The Government 
Not Well Served. 


Washington, June 11—(Special.)—‘The 
next democratic platform will contain a 
distinct and emphatic demand for the re- 
peal of that mugwump sham, the civil ser- 
vice law. That law is as distinct and de- 
cided a failure as was ever put on the 
statute books and the common sense of the 
country calls for its repeal. Whatever may 
have been its purpose, whatever the good 
intentions of its advocates, the resulta, 
judged from every etandpoint, have been 
bad. 

Congressman Tate, of the ninth Georgia 
aistrict, made this declaration in fhe demo- 
cratic cloakroom of the house and the bear- 
tiness of the seconds which came from all 
present left no question as to the democrat- 
fc sentiment with regard to the measure. 

The good sense of the declaration was at- 
tested to in my presence a few hours later 
and the testimony came from a4 source 
which made it particularly valuable. 

A Judge Who Resigned. 

Under the former administration the law 
clerk tn the postoffice department was 
Judge W. A. Milliken, of Tennessee. The 
office of law clerk, by the way, is in real- 
{ty that of assistant to the assistant attor- 
ney general for the department, a position 
of far more importance that 
would indicate. The assistant attorney gen- 
eral is the legal adviser of the postmaster 
general, the man to whom are referred all 
questions of law arising under the depart- 
ment, and they are many and complicated. 
Much of the work falls upon his assistant 
and this position calls for a high class law- 


yer. 

Judge Milliken was no politician and his 

appointment was not due to political influ- 
ences. It is necessary to go somewhat into 
‘details concerning the judge to show what 
I mean when I say that his testimony with 
regard to the civil service law is of pecu- 
liar value. He was tor years a professor 
of law in Vanderbilt university and his 
standing in Tennessee was such that he 
was called on to codify the laws of the” 
state. This work had to be done under a 
great strain and the result was that by the 
time he had finished it Judge MilHken's 
health was so completely shattered that 
for months his Hfe was despaired of. His 
physician sent him to sea and he made 
twenty-eight trips across the ocean in the 
quest of health. He recovered and came to 
Washington, but with no idea of securing 
@ government position. Secretary Carlisle, 
who knew him and his high standing as a 
lawyer, offered him a legal place in the 
treasury department. This he held for some 
time and later was transferred to this im- 
portant post with the vos tomie depart- 
ment. 

So much for the man. With the maugu- 
ration of the new president he promptly 
tendered his resignation, though his place 
Was one covered by the civil service rules. 

Best Results Came from Changes. 

“I resigned because I believe in change 
of office,” said the judge, in explaining 
his action. In the first place I do not 
feel that I can do full justice to an admin- 

istration when I am not in sympathy with 
‘its policies; and then, too, I believe in ro- 
tation in office. I believe that the best 
results are obtained by such changes.” 

“Then you are not a believer in the civil 
service law?“ 

“Whatever may have been the intent 
of the framers of that law.“ replied Judge 
Milliken, the practical result is to fill the 

departments with a lot of old men and 
‘women who, in many cases, do not give to 
the government the good service which the 
government is entitled. Some get careless, 
safe in the knowledge that they are pro- 
tected by the law; others get so narrow 
in their one line of work, day in and day 
out, that they are incapable of doing full 
justice to the matters which come under 
them; and the ultimate result of this sys- 
tem, as is already shown by bills which 
have been introduced in congress, will be 
the adoption of a civil pension law, and 
that means adding to our already great 
pension list the names of a great lot of 
broken down civil officials. That is bound 
to come if the present law remains of 
force. 

“Now if this system secured for the gov- 
ernment any better service than the so- 
called spoils system, it the government got 
greater return for its money, if the 
work were done better or more econom- 
ically, I would favor it. But it does not. 
On the contrary, I firmly believe that the 
results are not so satisfactory. I have a 
thorough knowledge of this department, 
and in my opinion there are not half a 
dozen places in both departments which 
could not be as well filled by any intelli-

“I certainly do. I know of departments 
here in the postoffice department where a 
complete clearing out would be most bene- 
ficial to the public service. Men who have 
to pass Upon important questions grow so 
narrow in the consideration of petty details 
that they are unable to take the broad view 
of questions which is due the government 
and the people for whose benefit this de- 
partment, as the other departments of the 
government, are created. A complete over- 
hauling every four years would not only 
not be prejudicia] to the interests of the 
government, but would be actually benefi- 


cial.”’ 
The Cost Is Greater. 


Judge Milliken is not a politician playing 
to the future, he is not a congressman with 
conStituents anxious for office, he was not 
talking because of any prejudice or pique. 
He is a man of practical common sense 
and in what he says he expresses the con- 
clusion of every man of sense who has 
made a study of the civil service law and 
its workings. 

Under its operations the cost of operating 
the departments has grown greater instead 
of less, and the efficiency of the service 
rendered has diminished instead of in- 
creasing, as the theorists who placed the 
law on the etatute books promised and 
doubtless expected. Apparently the only 
man who is benefited is the congressman 
who is able to point to the civil service 
law as an excuse for failure to land his con- 
stituents in Office here in Washington. 
That law is a good thing for congressmen 
who belong to the administration party, 
but for nobody else. 

Restoring Inefficient Men. 

There is one clause in the law which is 
giving the republicans no end of trouble. 
It is that which provides for the restora- 
tion to the rolls of old soldiers who are 
practically put beyond the working of the 
supposed efficiency feature of the law. 
The republican heads of departments find 
themselves confronted by the necessity of 
putting back upon the rolls a lot of old 
soldiers who have long since outlived their 
usefulness—men to whom the places are 
simply additional pensions. 

There was a howl when these men were 
dropped from the rolls under the last ad- 
ministration for inefficiency, but now the 
republicans are compelled to carry these 
people, however; and the practical result 
is the removal of efficient men to load 
down the rolls with a lot of dead timber. 

These men already draw pensions from 
the government, but as they happen to

NOT UNDER SEALED ORDERS 


The Department Says the New York 
Has Gone to Newport Nows. 
Washington, June II.—It is now denied 
at the navy department that the cruiser 
New York sailed away from Boston yester- 
day under sealed orders as reported. The 
explanation of her movements given at the 

department is as follows: 

The ship was to have left Boston Mon- 
day, and the department was under the be- 
lief that she had done so. Later on, when 
it was learned that she was at Boston, a 
telegram was sent to Admiral Sicard ask- 
ing why her departure was delayed. This 
telegram was put in the naval cipher, be- 
cause if anything had gone wrong with the 
ship or her machinery, it was not desired 
that it should be generally known. The 
passage of the cipher, however, is suppos- 
ed by the officials of the department to 
have given rise to the story that the ship 
had received sealed orders. Now the of- 
ficials say the ship is going to Newport 
News and then will return to New York. 
As it is said she will remain a month at 
Newport News, it is probable that advan- 
tage will be taken of the opportunity to 
dock the New York in the big private 
dock at that port.

FOR STREET WORK 


Mayor Collier's Administration Will 
Spend $160,876 on Improvements. 
MANY PERMITS FOR ATLANTA 


Pryor Street May Be Repaved Through 
Center of Town. 


MYSTERIOUS FUND HAS BEEN SET ASIDE 


Work on Washington Street, North 
Avenue and Other Streets Will 


Soon Begin—Appropriations. 


The first year of Mayor Collier’s adminis- 
tration will witness the completion ot 
many thousand dollars’ worth of street 
paving and improvements. A large sum of 
money will be spent during the remainder 
of the year in that kind of work, and quite 
a large sum has already been spent or is 
being spent on street work. 

At the last meeting of the council $45,000 
was set gside to be expended in street pav- 
ing and street improvement, in addition to 
$62,000 set aside for street repairing and 
sidewalks and curbing. Several months 
ago $22,200 was appropriated for the paving 
or Forsyth street and , ie for the paving 
of Klizaveth street.

It will be observed that there is a fund 
of $10,000 for leveling granite blocks and 
repairing. There is some doubt as to the 
intentions of the finance committee in mak- 
ing this appropriation, but it is generally 
understood that it is proposed to use the 
money in repairing Pryor street from the 
Aragon to Mitcnell street, as already poinf- 
ed out in The Constitution, It is known that 
Mayor Collier and Chairman Mitcheil, of 
the street committee, and other members of 
the latter committee and the general coun- 
cil favor the proposition to repave Pryor 
street between the two points mentioned, 
and it is by no means improbable that 
something will be done in the matter at 
an early date.

Bombay, June 11.—A dispatch received 
here from Simla, the residence of the In- 
dian government officials during the heated 
periods of the year, announces serious trou- 
ble on the northern frontier and the mas- 
sacre of a number of British officers and 
native soldiers.

In 
addition numbers of mules and horses were 
reported killed. 


The Indian officials are of the opinion 


that the affair was no more than @ con- 
flict with the warlike natives and that the 
notortous mullah of Powindah, is at the 
bottom of the trouble. The latest advices 
are that a political officer, McGee, was 
visiting Shirind with an escort of troops 
when he was attacked at Maiza Dy a vast- 
ly superior force. The British troops were 
compelled to retreat and were followed for 
several miles by overwhelming numbers of 


the enemy. The fighting was desperate.

The restaurant men of Atlanta are m 
favor of abolizhing the saloon free lunch 
counters. They have put themselves on 
record and will present their views of the 
matter to the general council in a petition 
which is being circulated among the res- 
taurant men of the city. 

The restaurant men declare the free 
lunch is detrimental to their business and 
they ere agreed that the counters must 80. 
They are deeply in earnest about the ques- 
ticn and have taken steps to bring a good 
deal of pressure on the council in support 
of their contention. 

The restaurant men say it is wrong for 
the saloons to furnish free lunch with 
drinks, some of them giving away a first- 
class dinner, which, of course, precludes 
the possibility of the restaurant men sel- 
lirg their edibles to a large class of citizens 
who have becc me patrons of the saloon free 
lunch counters. in this way the business 
of the restaurant men is injured, the beer 
Grinkers und tree lunch eaters spending 
their money in the saloons in preference 
to the restaurants at lunch time. 

And the petitioners of council call at- 
tei:tion to a well understood contention that 
by the furnishing of free lunches or din- 
ners with each glass of beer or other saloon

The agitation of the free lunch question 
has stirred up saloon circles (o a pitch 
seldom equaled in the ordinary course of

The following card on the subject voices 
the sentiments of many an old-timer who 
has grown gray in the, habit of accepting 
the hospitality of the free lunch saleons 
and who look not ‘with favor at the 
pect of their most favored right ‘being 
taken from them: 


Card from One Who Knows. 


Editor Constitution—Nothing since the 
last great political struggle has created 80 
much discussion as the present question of 
abolishing the free lunch custom. If 
is discussed on the street corners by the 
idle element, in the shops by the industri- 
ous classes, behind the counters among 
clerks, and especially around the lunch ta- 
bles between the hours of 11 and 2 o’clock. 

“Tf you will allow me space in your col- 
umns I will give mf views on the subject, 
and they seem to meet the approval of 
every class. 

“In the first place I think it not only 
ridiculous but absurd for the city council 
to entertain a question of this kind, believ- 
ing as I do that that body shou'd allow 
the proprietors of the saloons to settle the 
question among themselves. Those who 
desire to furnish free lunch should be al- 
lowed to continue to hang out their signs: 
‘Barbecued pig from 11 to 1,’ and those 
who are opposed to the practice should be 
allowed to take in their eigns, without the 
aid of council. 

“Some of the saloonists who attached 
their names to the petition to council are 
so bitter in their denunciation of the free 
lunch system that they actually declare it 
a dead loss, and place stress on the fact 
that it has a tendency to attract the lower 
classes. Such proprietors, it seems to me, 
would abolish the free lunch system with- 
out the aid of council, inasmuch as it is 
such a drawback to the welfare of their 
business. 

“Other barkeepers admit that free lunch 
is a drawing card and gathered around their 
free lunch tables and counters can be seen 
the very best among the drinking classes. 
They should be allowed to continue 
serve ‘pork and beans,’ as it is a benefit 
to their business and attracts the upper 
classes. 

“And one poor fellow, bless his soul, 
looks at the lunch business as an act of 
charity, and is always delighted to see the 
poor, hungry fiends play havoc with the 
‘Irish stew.’ Yet he is somewhat indiffer- 
ent—he doesn’t care what disposition is 
made of the petition to council.

THE PORTER DOES MANEUVERING 


Her Skiii and Torpedo Guns Are Given 
a Test. 

New York, June 11.—The United States 
torpedo boat Porter was put through her 
maneuvering paces today and came up to 
all expectations. The board of inspectors 
was taken down to the lower bay in the 
morning. 

The little black flyer cut her way through 
the waters, and although no attempt was 
made to obtain phenomenal speed, all other 
craft were quickly left behind. Once out of 


the channel the work of testing the torpedo 


guns was begun. 

Three torpedoes were fired. Two worked 
excellently, but the third was not success- 
ful, as the locking device refused to work. 
Then the boat’s ability to twist and turn 
was exhibited. Her turning circle was foynd 
to be about 100 feet. In reversing from full 
speed ahead to full speed astern and vice 
versa she proved a wonder, taking only 
twenty-five seconds and moving less than 
her own length before she gained mo- 
mentum in the direction desired. After va- 
rious test of her maneuvering qualities the 
Porter brought the board of inspectors 
back to the city.

The sheriff 
did not think it advisable to arrest him un- 
til matters had subsided a Ittle. Indian 
Agent Stouch, who sent a dispatch to the 
department at Washington stating that he 
feared to make the arrests because of the 
consequences that might follow, received 
the following reply: Make the arrests and 
meet the consequence.“ 

This decided action of the war department 
settled all fhe trouble between the Indians, 
white men and military authorities.

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AUER TITLE 
Alderman Will Fight the Courthouse 
Deal Under Conditions, 

SAYS CITY SHOULD BE FREE 


He Intends To Push His Resolution 
Po Change Contract. 


MAYOR COLLIER’S SIDE OF THE CASE 


He Says the City and County Meuld 
Live Close Together—Will the 
Courts Interfere? 


— — 


It seems that opposition to the purchase 
by the city of the county courthouse will 
not dewn: Although the trade has been 
clesed and Mayor Collier has been given 
bends for title by the county commisslon- 
ers, there is still an effort under way to 
prevent the consummation ef the deal. 

This opposition showed itself in the ceun- 


cil Monday afternoon when Alderman 
Woodward introduced a resolution to the 
effect that it be understood that when the 
city pays for the courthouse it be given 
a fee simple title without condition or hin- 
drance, leaving the city free to use or dis- 
pose of the property as it may see fit. Mr. 
Woodward said the city should buy the 
property only on the condition that it is 
a clear purchase and with full rights and 
privileges to the city just as if the trade 
was made between private citizens. 

It was openly declared in the council that 
the specifications of the trade were un- 
known and that’ the council should have 
been furnished with a copy of the contract 
to be entered into between the city and 
county. That contract is to the effect that 
the city shall use the courthouse property 
for city hall purposes. The city is, there- 
fore, bound to use the property for city 
hall purposes indefinitely or until the coun- 
ty should release the city. 

To this condition of the contract Alder- 
man Woodward takes exception and he 
declares it is bad policy for the city to 
tie its hands in that manner. He says the 
purchase should be made unconditionally, 
if at all, and he proposes to continue the 
fight against the trade on that line. His 
resolution, if adopted by the council, would 
have the effect of holding up the trade 
unless the city and county agreed on other 
terms satisfactory to all parties. The reso- 
lution was referred to the city attorney 
with the request that he report on it, sub- 
mitting a copy of the contract entered 
into between the city and county, that the 
council may have before it the details of 


the agreement. 
For No Patriotic Purpose. 

In speaking of the matter Mayor Collier 
said the effort to hinder the consummation 
of the trade is for no patriotic purpose and 
that it is an unwarranted attack. He says 
there is no good reason why the deal 
should not have been closed and that the 
city made a good trade. He says, after 
all, it’s only a question comparatively of a 
family trading among itself and that the 
city and courity have interests In common 
in the matter. He says it is only right 
that the city and county buildings should 
be located conveniently to each other, so 
that the public business may be facilitated 
and that the acceptance by the city of the 
condition that it shall always use the 
property for city hall purposes, so long as 
the county uses the adjoining property for 
courthouse purposes, is fair, reasonable 
and a proper condition of such a trade. 

Judge Anderson, city attorney, who, with 
the mayor, arranged the details of the 
trade, takes the same position and he says 
the condition is right. 

On the other hand Alderman Woodward 
declares that the city may want to erect 
a building in another locality at some fu- 
ture time, say when the city outgrows its 
quarters arranged for the next dozen or 
two years. He thinks the city may grow 
to such an extent that it may be found 
convenient and necessary to sell the court- 
house property and erect a new and larger 
building somewhere else for city hall pur 
poses. Under the condition of the con- 
tract this could not be done, the city agree- 
ing to remain at the courthouse site for- 
ever. The alderman declares the city of 
Atlanta is too big a corporation to bind 
itself in such a manner and that it should 
be left free to do as it may desire at any 
future time. 


Will It Go to the Courts? 


But it seems that the opposition of Mr. 
Woodward to the trade is not the only 
rock which the promoters of the scheme 
must clear away. It is said that there is a 
movement on the part of certain citizens 
to prevent the consummation of the deal 
even at the cost of taking the matter to 
the courts. It was whispered about yester- 
day that the opposition .o the deal is tak- 
ing such a turn that it is by no means 
improbable that legal steps will be taken 
to defeat the purpose of the traders, the 
city and county. Just who is taking the 
initiative in this matter is not made clear, 
but it is stated that such a step may be 
taken. 

It is claimed that the city had no right 
to make a contract extending over one 
year. The trade is based on the agreement 
of the city to pay for the courthouse in 
five annual installments. It is asserted 
that under the charter one council cannot 
bind the next council. 

County Will Build Anyhow. 

Mr. Forrest Adair, chairman of the coun- 
ty commissioners, was asked about the 
matter and he said the county would build 
a new courthouse whether or not the city 
carried out its contract in purchasing the 
courthouse. Mr. Adair says if the city trade 
is carried out it will only be necessary to 
raise the tax rate of the county for one 
year. For next year che rate will be $1.10 
to raise funds to pay for the courthouse. 
The county will use the $150,000 to be paid 
by the city during the next five years, dis- 
counting the notes at once. This, with the 
amount to be raised by extra taxation, 
vculd give, the county sufficient funds to 
pay for the new courthouse, about $250,000. 

Mr. Adair says if the city backs out of its 
trade it will be necessary for the county to 
raise its tax three years successively.

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CYRUS COOLY WAITS 
POR HIS DAY OR DOOM 


The ” Self-Confessed Murderer Seems 
Indifferent to His Fate: 


ILL’ IN HIS CELL YESTERDAY 


He Says He Does Not Know What 
Wili Be Done for Him: 2 


HE HAS BEGAN TO PREPARE TO DE 


A Motion Was Filed Yesterday for a 
New Trial for the Con- 
demned Negro. 


Rolling ami tessir on an iron bunk in 
Fulton county jail, Tom Cyrus, the con- 
vieted murderer; is waiting his execution. 

A more dejected person weuld be hard 
to fihd than this deomed prisoner: In one 
of the close, narrow cells, with enly a ray 
of the daylight outside shining through a 
smal? opening, the prisoner awaits the end. 

Through this little narrow opening within 
three weeks he will be able to see the top 
beams of the gallows. The grim monster 
with its dingy coat of red paint will be 
taken from the cellar of the jail and given 
a fresh coat. The black cap is folded and 
is in the safe at the jail. Bverything is 
ready for the execution. 

The moet remarkable case in the history 
of Fulton county is the one of Tom Cyrus. 
In cold blood he deliberately shot down the 
woman who he had been living with for 
three years. 

The shot was not fired in a heat of pas- 
sion, but with cool deliberation. He went 
to the house and found several men there 
talking to Annie Johnson. He went away 
and returned after the visitors had left. 
He upbraided the woman for being untrue 
to him. 

„Well, what do you intend to do about 
it?“ she asked him. The answer was given 
in a deliberate tone, “Kill you.“ Without 
a word of argument and without listening 
to her plea for mercy, he pulled his pistol 
and sent the fatal bullet into her body. 

Yesterday Cyrus tossed in his cell his 
mind on that dreadful night when he for- 
feited his life by taking another. 

J fell sorter sick, boss,“ he said yester- 
day. I seem to feel out of sorts in all my 
joints.“ 

Have you given up hope of getting your 
sentence reduced to imprisonment?” 

“I don’t know what I am going to do 
about it,” replied the prisoner. “I killed 
the woman, knowing at the time what I 
was doing. I thought that I had a right 
to do it, for she was untrue to me. 

“I suppose they will hang me for it, but 
I didn’t think of that at the time. Boss, 
I was so mad I could hardly talk when I 
went back to the house. 

“I am not ready to say what I am going 
tc do. I may write to the governor and 
ask him to send me to the penitentiary, 
and I may just go on to the gallows. 

“I feel like today that I don’t care 
whether I die or not. I am not a member 
of a church, but I am reading the Testa- 
ment, and I hope to be able to say that I 
am a Christian before I go on the gallows. 

1 feel powerful sick,” and the negro 

tossed on the hard bunk. 
The prisoners in the back corridor of the 
jail say that Cyrus very seldom talks. He 
lays on his bunk in his shirt sleeves, and 
only leaves it to get his meals. 


Quillian Asks for a New Trial. 

Motion for new trial was filed yesterday 
afternoon by Attorney Quillian, who repre- 
sents Tom Cyrus, the red-handed murderer 
of his mistress, Annie Johnson. 

The motion asks that another opportu- 
nity be given Cyrus in which he may show 
just what were the circumstances under 
which the murder was committed. It was 
claimed by the counsel for defense that 
Cyrus acted in the heat of passion, and 
was, therefore, only gulity of voluntary 
manslaughter. ‘ 

It will be argued, when the motion for a 
new trial is heard, that the judge should 
have charged the jury the law upon man- 
slaughter, so that the jury could have had 
an opportunity to have reduced the crime, 
if it had so desired.

A PLAN ON FOOT TO INCREASE 
THE POLICE FORCE. 


It Is a Unique Scheme and Will Prob- 
ably Be Adopted—Other Matters 
To Be Acted on by Boari. 


The police commissioners have a plan on 
{cot to provide the city with the twenty 
extra policemen which they have all along 
claimed to be needed but for which the city 
council made no provision. 

The plan will be sprung at the meeting 
of the police board next Monday night. 
It is very unique, and contains some won- 
derful financial calculations. 

It has been estimated that the super- 
numeraries on the force now average “ 
@ month. The plan is to put on twenty 
more rupernumaries and pay them 830 
a month, which will be but §2 more per 
month than the supernumeraries are now 
receiving. There was a new rule recently 
passed by the board requiring all new 
men to work the first month at $1 a day, 
and this will be in keeping with that rule. 
It is also taken into consideration that the 
regulars when they lose a day are docked 
$2. This will therefore pay for two of the 
rew supernumaries. The plan further con- 
templates placing a new man on a beat 
with ore of the old men so that he can be 
drilled, as it were, in police work, and thus 
“make policemen.” '

the establishment of the commission, 
been characterized by a sense of fairness 
and a determination to give both sides 
justice in all great questions submitted 
to its arbitration. 

In this connection it is timely to say 
that Governor Atkinson has now under 
consideration a proposition of much in- 
terest, not only to the railroads, but to 
the public—and especially to business 
men. Seven Macon petitioners as indi- 
viduals—the Macon merchants as an or- 
ganized body having refused to take 
action—urge the governor to instruct 
the attorney general to bring suit in 
the name of the state—the purpose of 
the effort being to put about one-half 
of Georgia’s railroad mileage in the 
hands of a receiver, on the allegation 
that the consolidation of competing iines 
has violated the law of the state. 

If any railroad in Georgia has done, 
or is doing, anything in violation of the 
state constitution, or the law of the state, 
The Constitution would not hesitate 
to urge action in behalf of the law’s 
vindication. In this case, the railroads 
deny that they are violating the law. 
There is but one way to settle the ques- 
tion under contention—and that is 
through the courts; and it seems to us 
that any merchant, or combination of 
merchants, in Macon or any other place, 
has the same right of entry to the courts 
that is possessed by any citizen of Geor- 
gia who feels that he is suffering from 
infraction of the law. 

We believe that Governor Atkinsun 
will hesitate a long time before taking 
a step in the name of the state, virtually 
prejudging the case before it comes to 
trial, and doing great injury to business 
generally by instituting in the name of 
the state, ,action which has in view a 
receivership for one-half of the railroad 
mileage of Georgia. Individual action 
for suit would not have the same disas- 
trous effect on business generally tliat 
would be felt as the result of an official 
declaration by the governor in the name 
of the state. Such action would serious- 
ly affect Georgia securities generally; 
and we do not believe that the governor 
will for a moment think of putting the 
state in that position. The state has 
had enough of receiverships lately, and 
it wants as few more as possible. 

The parties to the Macon petition 
should, if they feel they have just 
cause for grievance, carry their com- 
plaint to the court and demand judicial 
settlement of a question that has long 
vexed the state, and the permanent solu- 
tion of which would not only gratify 
the public, but would be beneficial to 
the railroads and all other interests in- 
volved. But why should the governor 
interfere any more than in any other 
civil suit? The proposition is fraught 
with danger, and we do not believe that 
it will be seriously considered by him. 


“The responsibility for the final solution 


of this problem, if any problem exists, 
should be placed by those who allege in- 
jury, not on the executive, but on the 
judiciary department, where it properly 
belongs, for whatever is done by other 
departments the question will never be 
fully disposed of until the courts decree. 


More Tars Needed. 

The government has been engaged in 
building ships with such rapidity during 
the past few years that it now finds it- 
self in a most embarrassing position. 
There are several new vessels to be 
manned within the next few weeks, and 
yet the entire naval force of the govern- 
ment is already employed. 

In order to find crews for these ves- 
sels the government is put to the necessi- 
ty of retiring from active service for 
some time at least the Columbia, the 
Newark, the Puritan and the Minneapo- 
lis. Even with the crews taken from 
these vessels it may be gravely doubted 
whether or not the naval department 
can rake up enough men to supply the 
demand. 

As a leading contemporary suggests, 
the government may succeed in getting 
along with its present force of 11,000 
men by Hmiting the number of ships in 
active service, but such is not the way 
to run a navy, nor is it likely that the 


university, but not their daughters? Is 
it fair to lay upon them such a restric- 
tion as this? But, again, among the tax- 
payers of the state are several hundred 
women who contribute in some measure 
to the university's support; and yet, 
while these women may educate their 
sons at the university, they are estopped 
from sending their daughters to that 
institution, or from enjoying its advan- 
tages themselves. In justice to the tax- 
payers of Georgia, therefore, as well as 
in recognition of the growing populari- 
ty of co-education, it is proper that the 
doors of the State university should be 
opened to both sexes. As long as the in- 
stitution is opened to one sex only it 
cannot truthfully be called a university. 

These points will, no doubt, be thor- 
oughly considered by the board of 
trustees which is now in session at 
Athens, and whatever action the board 
may see fit to take at its present session, 
it nevertheless remains that the ultimate 
adoption of the principle of co-education 
is inevitable. 

The McKinley Maxim Mill. 

It is fitting and proper on occasion to 
vary the monotony of political discus 
sion by dealing with those subjects that 
lead the mind to turn back upon itself 
and ponder, or flounder, as the case 
may be. One of our exchanges, dealing 
with the subject of maxims, gives us a 
cue to a most interesting matter. 

A maxim is not a proverb, the latter 
being in the nature of a saying that finds 
acceptance in the minds of the people, 
while the former is a statement—an 
aphorism—about which there can be 
no contention or controversy. In “A 
wink is as good as a nod to the blind 
horse,“ we have a proverb, while in 
“Birds of a feather flock together,” we 
have a maxim. 

Among the maxim-makers, Roche- 
focauld stands easily first, closely fol- 
lowed by Rev. C. C. Colton, author of 
“Lacon.” A very popular maxim-mak- 
er was the late Martin Tupper. His 
popularity was due to the mild flavor of 
his maxims—the best of them being of 
so flat and commonplace a variety as to 
be almost unearthly. 

It is only of late that we have had a 
maxim-maker in politics, and it seems 
altogether natural that he should belong 
to the republican side of the political 
controversy, that party depending ex- 
clusively on Tupperisms for its argu- 
ments. 

The great republican maxim-maker is 
Mr. McKinley. When he began his front 
porch campaign with the remark, “Dear 
friends, be kind to your neighbors,” the 
country felta faint thrill of expectation, 
and everywhere the people began to feel 
lumps in their throats and to fumble 
with their enge handkerchiefs. Then 
there came this maxim: By giving bet- 
ter prices to manufacturers, you broaden 
the markets for farmers.” 

Nobody could say just how this re- 
sult was to be produced, but it must be 
so, since Mr. McKinley had given it the 
shape and form of an aphorism. The 
statement would have been just as true, 
just as aphoristic, if he had said: “By 
giving broader markets to the farmers 
you give better prices to manufacturers.” 
Nobody would have taken the trouble to 
dispute it. 

Later this maxim dropped from the 
effusive oratorical fountain on the front 
porch: “It is better to open the mills to 
labor than to open the mints to silver.” 
This was apparently a great stroke. 
Even the unliterary and unsentimental 
Hanna could appreciate it, and he had 
it chalked on the fence boards all over 
the middle west. It never occurred to 
the average republican voter to ask his 
own intelligence whether the opening 
of the mints to silver would prevent the 
opening of the mills or aid in that 
movement. Here was a statement that 
would have delighted Tupper, falling 
upon the ear with the flavor of piety 
that Mr. MeKinley manages to inject 


Into his wonderful discourses, and that 


was enough. The effect would have 
been the same if he had said, It is better 


which are entitled to attention, such as 


removed by a distrust of the future,” 
“A patriot makes a better citizen than 
a pessimist,” The country is not going 
backward, but forward,” and “Let us 
survey the situation before rejecting op- 
portunities;” but we have no time to 
examine these or to throw additional 
light on their native lucidity. They 
ought to be put in a book, or preserved 
in some substantial fashion. May it be 
long before the hard times cause the 
McKinley maxim mill to put up its shut- 
ters or run on short time! 
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The Difference. 

A statement appeared recently in one 
of our exchanges to the effect that if the 
Urbana lynching case had occurred in 
the south, the militia would have frater- 
nized with the mob. | 

This, of course, is intended as a “fling” 
at this section, but it is so far from be- 
ing true that we do not remember a 
case in the south where, the authorities 
of a southern county having had due no- 
tice of an attempt at lynching, the mob 
has been successful. 

The affair at Birmingham a few years 
ago should still be fresh in the minds 
of newspaper readers. The sheriff bar- 
ricaded the jail, and with his posse, de- 
fied the mob to take the prisoner. He 
showed, too, that he was ready to shoot 
to kill, and the mob dispersed with its 
vengeance unsatisfied. 

We may Add to this, with no intention 
of drawing invidious comparisons, the 
sheriff did not have to run away. If the 
Urbana affair—we speak now of the elab- 
orate prepartions made to prevent lynch- 
ing—had occufted in the south, the mob 
would never have reached the prisoner. 
The mistake that the sheriff at Urbana 
made, and it was a most atrocious one, 
Was in withdrawing the militia after he 
had made a stand for law nd order. 
Either he should have permitted the mob 
to take thé wretched criminal peaceful- 
ly, or he should have fought the mob 
to the last ditch. The result wouid have 
been very different if he had made a 
‘determined stand and held his ground at 
all hazards. 

There is nothing dangerous about a 
mob when they are faced by a man who 
is determined to maintain law and or- 
der, and who has at hand the means 
necessary to carry out his determination. 
At Urbana the sheriff unnecessarily sac- 
rificed the lives of those who were killea. 
But these lives would not have been 
unnecessarily sacrificed if the sheriff had 
held the militia to their work of uphold- 
ing the dignity of the law. 

The pretense of upholding the law, 
followed by a complete surrender, has 
put a very bad taste in the mouth of the 
public. 
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In a personal letter to the editor of 
The Constitution, Major J. F. Hanson, 
of Macon, says, in further disavowal of

“managed,” or “controlied” The Macon 


Telegraph: 


What I stated in my card was strictly 
true. I differ widely from The Telegraph 
en many questions of principle, and on 
some of policy, and I assure you that I 
would change the positions of the paper 
if I controlled it. I did reorganize it, but 
at the time there was no change of owner- 
ship. Allen appealed to me many months 
before this change took place to help him 
out of his difficulties, and I made up a 
band to buy the paper without taking an 
interest in it myself. When he broke down 
it naturally devolved upon me to reorganize 
the paper; and in looking over the field, 
Henry Hanson seemed the best man for 
manager, and hence was offered this posi- 
tion. I have been quite friendly ,with all 
managements of the paper since I dd con- 
trol it; and have often been consulted 
about its business, although I have all the 
while differed radically from it in its views 
upon many public questions. I neither 
own nor. control it, nor do I own a dollar’s 
worth of its stock. If I did it would not 
be, nor profess to be, any kind of a dem- 
ocratic paper. 

I doubt not that you will fully appreciate 
the spirit and purpose of this letter. I 
have felt that your friendly expressions 
toward me fully justified, if they did not 
require, this treatment of the matter at 
my hands.

The report of Chancellor Boggs to 
the board of trustees of the State univer- 
sity deals at some length with the sub- 
ject of co-education in this state: and 
the chancellor, after giving the matter 
due thought, is forced to recommend that 
the doors of the university be opened 
to the fair sex. 

In making this recommendation the 
chancellor states that his own personal 
inclinations have long been opposed to 
the idea of co-education, but that he 
cannot fail to recognize in the popular 
favor with which colleges and univer- 
sities everywhere have espoused it, the 
distinct signs of a world-wide move- 
ment. “If it must come,” says the chan- 
cellor, “it seems to me best to meet it 
gracefully and not to wait to be co- 
erced into it.“ 

Undoubtedly this is the part of wis- 
dom. The co-educational movement is 
steadily growing in popularity, and 
there are few institutions of learning 
in the country which have not been af- 
fected by it. Indeed, to quote from a 
document recently filed in Washington, 
it appears that out of 389 colleges and 
universities in the United States con- 
ferring degrees upon applicants, there 
are 237 which have adopted the co-educa- 
tional system.

had previously sworn at coroner’s inquest,

He was sitting’ by the grating reading the 
Bible, and would not look up when spoken 
to. “Are you well? ‘the reporter asked. 
The prisoner slowly bowed his head in as- 
sent, without moving his body. He con- 
tinued to look steadily at the Bible, and 
made out as if he was reading. For twen- 
ty minutes hé looked at the same page 
without turning the leaves. He was evi- 
dently not reading at all, or was studying

The reporter offered cigarettes as a per- 
suasion of conversation, but at first they 
had no effect. It was a wonder that he 
didn’t talk when cigarettes were offered, 
as he always had, but the reason was soon 
given by Flanagan himself, who exclaim- 
ed: “Oh, thems Sweet Caporals, I don’t 
Want them. I want Cycle’s or Duke's.“ 

He was promised that a box would be 
sent him by Sheriff Austin, and he then 
condescended to make a few remarks to 
the newspaper representative. Flanagan 
said that he was well, but that he wasn’t 
as fat as he has been. 

“Sheriff Austin treats me like a king, if 
he wasn’t such a fool about my cigarettes 
and novels.

I don’t like Per- 
ry. His wife bothers me. She comes up 
here every day and makes out every time 
like she is George Allen’s wife.“ 

At this point several heads were poked 
into the cell and several voices chimed out 
and asked Flanagan how he was getting 
along. The murderer pursed up his lips as 
i® displeased, and lapsed into a silence, 
from which he could not be aroused. Sev- 
eral men offered him cigarettes, but he 
refused to accept, which was something 
unusual in him. pos 

He's shamming,” said some one. “He 
has more sense right now than any man 
in this cell.” At this Flanagan opened his 
eyes and looked out at the speaker. 

Wake up, you deceitful old possum,“ 
yelled a young man right at Flanagan's 
ear. Flanagan did not notice the speaker. 

Perry was livelier and cheerier than he 
has been since he has been in jail. He 
laughed and talked in a very pleasant 
manner with every one of the twenty or 
more men who were in the cell. 

„Hello,“ he said to the reporter; “Are 
you out to see the hanging?

The effort to get a pardon from 
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Respess Company in a Bad Condition 
Financially, It Is Said. 
A RECEIVER IS ASKED FOR 


And the Manager Has Left the City 
It Is Said. 


THE STOCKHOLDERS MAKE CHARGES 


Claim Respess Has Disposed of the 
' Capital Stock by Fraudulent 
Methods—History of Concern. 


Richard Respess, the general manager of 
the Respess Prize Package Chewing Gum 
Company, has left the city, it is said, and 
is not here to participate in the final adjust- 
ment of his company’s affairs. 

An application to place the company in 
the hands of a receiver was filed before 
Judge Lumpkin last Monday by Mrs. H. A. 
Dudley, a stockholder in the concern, who 
advanced about $300 for the enla-gement of 
the enterprise. A restraining order was 
granted by Judge Lumpkin and the case 
was set for hearing before him in chambers 
June 12th, to show cause why the petition 
should not be allowed, and the receiver ap- 
pointed. The petition was filed by attor- 
neys Lumpkin & Colquitt. 

Mrs. Dudley charges, among other things, 
that the money she advanced had been used 
for other purposes and that she has re- 
ceived no returns therefrom. She alleges the 
company is insolvent. 


Some Red Hot Charges. 

It is alleged that Respess, instead of put- 
ting the money paid into the business by 
the stockholders where it should have been, 
used the same for his own account; 
that the stockholders have received no 
profit therefrom, and now have no means 
whatever of re-imbursing themselves. 

When Respess organized his chewing gum 
corcern he went into the business for all 
it was worth. He organized a company of 
about eighteen or twenty stockholders to 
be known as the Richard Respess Company, 
and each paid in between $300 and $600. 

For awhile the concern seemed to be 
doing a good business and the stockholders 
appeared to be greatly encouraged. Within 
the last few weeks, however, it seems trade 
has been unusually dull in the chewing gum 
line, and uneasiness began to crop out 
among those who had invested. 

This feeling materialized Monday in the 
Spplicatlon for a receiver by Mrs. Dudley. 
The hearing comes up before Judge Lump- 
kin today and there is little doubt that a 
receiver will be appointed, as Respess is 
not here and there is no one to represent 
the other side. 

The company is by no means solvent. The 
capital stock, which was between $6,000 
and $7,000, has disappeared, and the only 
assets are a few accounts which will not 
amount to over $2,400. The concern will be 
wound up as satisfactorily as possible to 
all concerned, and it is probable there will 
ad near, if any, remuneration for the stock- 

ciders. 


May Send After Respess. 


Mr. Lumpkin, of the firra of Lumpkin & 
Celquitt, stated yesterday afternoon there 
would probubly be some steps taken to 
find Respess. Nothing is sald of any charges 
against him.

NO KICK IS MADE. 


The Policemen Wish the Talking 
Rules Enforced. 

Three or four members of the police force 
have been suspended a few days for talk- 
ing while on their beats. There is a rule 
prohibiting any patrolman from talking to 
citizens while on duty about any matters 
other than those of business of the depart- 
ment or to give any information that is re- 
quired of a policeman. 

Chief Connolly, the captains and ser- 
geants and all the patrolmen are anxious to 
see the rule enforced and the few who were 
suspended admit that they were indiscreet 
and got what they deserved. 

One of the suspended men said yesterday: 

“I thoughtlessly spoke while on duty, but 
have Been learned a lesson. I am anxious 
to see the rules enforced, as are all the 


men of the department, for we all take a

Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


Atlanta. June 11.—The weakness which 
developed in the cotton market yesterday 
After the publication of the bureau report 
has been followed by a steadier feeling 
today. Liverpool appears to have practi- 
catly ignored the bureau figures. Our pri- 
Vate advices indicate that the trade abroad 
is deterred from entering the market at the 
present time on the theory that nearly all 
the large crops in the past have received 
a late start and the unfavorable condi- 
tions thus far prevailing are construed as 
rather indicating a full crop rather than a 
short yield. The crop, however, is not yet 
made by any means, and the plant will 
be subject to many vicissitudes before the 
ime arrives when it will be possible to 
determine with any degree of accuracy 
the possible out-turn. Meantime conditions 
are unfavorable, and when this fact is 
taken into consideration, together with the 
important question of rapidly diminishing 
supplies, as well as the improving outlook 
regarding a redicil improvement in busi- 
ness conditions. the current price of cotton 
does not appear high. For the immediate 
future, however, weather developments at 
the south will be found the controlling 
influence in the situation, Today's report 
of the weather bureau shows a higher 
range of temperature, which has been 
rather against prices. The market has 
ruled nervous with the trading small. 
The opening was at from 1 to 4 points 
decline, after which prices rallied to last 
night's level, then again declined from 3 to 
4 points. In the absence of speculative de- 
mand some further recession in values may 
be experienced, but unless the crop outlook 
improves there seems littie justification fo 
any radical decline. . 

New York, June 11.—By Associated Press: 
The cotton market opened quiet and easy 
with prices unchanged to 4 po'nts lower and 
further declined 2 to 4 points. Following 
the first call business was fairly active for 
a time, and there was some indication of 
new outside speculative interest. There 
were oocasional reactions produced by 
covering. Certain shorts who were able to 
secure hanasome profits were led to cover 
by conflicting crop accounts which had a 
somewhat bullish average.

Has Been Dominant Tendency of Stocks 
for Over Two Weeks. 


SPECULATION IS BROADENING 


Favorites in Yesterday’s Transactions 
Were the Low-Priced Shares of 


Reorganized Companies. 


New York, June 11.—The price of securi- 
ties today scored a further step in the 
progress toward a higher plane which has 
continued the domirant tendency of the 
market now for over two weeks. There 
was a large amount of selling to realize 
profits from time to time by holders sat- 
isfied with their gains and sceptical of 
the ability and permanence of the higher 
range prevailing. This has been the case, 
and more notably the offerings to realize 
were quickly absorbed with oniy a tempora- 
ry setback to prices. Closing prices today 
were generally below the best of the day, 
owing to this profit taking, as was the case 
yesterday, net gains being considerably less 
than the extreme advance. The aggregate 
sales were about 300,000 shares. The list of 
transactions also shows many additional 
stocks awakened from a dormant state into 
active trading. This was, in fact, 80 
markedly the case as to suggest manipu- 
lations with the purpose of bringing inac- 
tive stocks up to the level of the recently 
advancing and active securities. It is a fa- 
miliar device in a bull market to realize 
in one group of securities while sustaining 
the market by purchases in another. The 
favorites in today’s advance were the low- 
priced shares of reorganized companies. 
There were over 28,000 shares of Northern 
Pacific soid, exceeded only by Sugar with 
41,000. Northern Pacific common also show- 
ed sales of over 12,000. Of Union Pacific 
22,00 shares were sold. The group of stocks 
had been a favorite with London for some 
time, and the range attained invited some 
selling by London to realize. London was 
also a buyer. Reports from exchanges in 
other cities of revival in speculation help- 
ed to sustain the market. The advance in 
the Anthracite Coalers was accelerated by 
the difficulties of the short interest, whose 
needs were aggravated by the increase of 
loan rates on the stock of this group. The 
prices of many stocks were carried back 
to last night’s close by realizing at one 
time or another during the day, but prac- 
tically all show net gains. The stocks of 
the iron companies were notable strong on 
the trade outlook. 

The total sales of stocks today were 
295,903 shares, including American Tobac- 
co 10,000, American Sugar 42,400, Burling- 
ton and Quincy 14,000, Chicago Gas 11,300, 
Deleware and Hudson, 5,800, Louisville and 
Nashville 5,100, New York Central 5,500, 
Northern Pacific 12,200, Northern Pacific 
preferred 27,800, Reading 15,000, Rock Island 
12,900, St. Paul 18,400, Tennessee Coal 5,900, 
Union Pacific 21,800, New Jersey Central 
5,300. 

The bond market continues to broaden 
from day to day with increasing strength 
in the usually dominant mortgages. The 
inquiry for these securities is quite good 
with wide variations between bid and ask- 
éd prices. Transactions noted are several 
points above previous sales with some 
issues recording exceptional changes. 
Trading in the speculative issues quieted 
down somewhat with fluctuations narrow. 
The aggregate sales were $1,861,000.

For 
the first time in a year people who bought 
wheat on their knowledge of a bullish gov- 
ernment crop report was able on the morn- 
ing of its publication to sell out at a profit, 
and they quickly availed themselves of 
such an opportunity. July wheat, which 
closed yesterday at @69%c, opened to- 
day at 695%c and then quickly went to 70c. 
September, the latest trading in which the 
day before was 64%c,started from 6 to 65%c. 
The quantity for sale at the advance was 
so overwhelming, however,, that the ad- 
vance disappeared and by 11 o’clock July 
had declined to 68%c and September to 6. 
Trading is now fairly divided between the 
July-September deliveries. The government 
report indicated a crop of winter and spring 
wheat together about 20,000,000 heavier than 
that of the year before, but trade has 
about concluded that, notwithstanding 
what the government suggests, the in- 
crease promises nearer 100,000,000. Receipts 
here were 9 cars and the withdrawals from 
store 60,000 bushels. Minneapolis and Du- 
luth reported receipts of 228 cars, com- 
pared with 314 a week ago and 417 the cor- 
responding day of last year. Seaboard 
clearances were exceptionally light. Four 
shipments from all the principal ports were 
only 26,000 barrels. A reduction of about 
1,500,000 bushels was the general estimate 
upon the visible supply. Grasshoppers were 
reported from several points in South Da- 
kota, which had a tendency to stop the 
decline for a time and even cause a slight 
reaction, but the impression that the in- 
creased acreage would more than make 
amends for injury by the insects was too 
strong for such reports to have anything 
but a temporary. influence. Closing cables 
all showed an advance except Antwerp, 
which was unchanged. The cash demand 
here was confined to small lots to country 
millers. The price continues to work down- 
ward, July declining to 68%, September to 
63%c with 68½ and 63%c the prices at the 
close. 

Corn—In corn the warmer showing of the 
weather caused a decline Shortly after the 
opening and the market ruled weak till 
the end of the session. There was active 
speculation and short selling’ on the de- 
cline, the elevator people being promi- 
nent sellers. Receipts were liberal at 620 
cars. July opened %c lower at 25c and de- 
clined to 244%c, where it closed. 

Oats were easier with corn and on the 
government report, which suggested a crop 
of 709,000,000 bushels. The country business 
done was small, and nothing of interest 
was developed. Receipts were reported at 
285 cars. July opened a shade lower at 
Ilse, deciined to Be, whith was the 
closing price. 5 N 

Provisions— Prices were quiet but firm 
in spite of tne weakness of grain. Prices 
kept within a narrow range. Land was 
especially supported, Cudahy being named 
as the chief buyer. At the close July pork 
was unchanged at $7.45, July lard lc higner 
at 33.5% 8. % and Juiy rivs 2c higher at 
54.27%.

AFTER THE OIL MEN 
The Committee of Investigation in the 
Agricultural Department. 
TACKLES COLONEL NESBITT 


The Commissioner Will Explain the 
Condition of His Office. 


TOO MANY HORSES FOR GEOLOGY 


In Professor Yeates’s Department the 
Committee Thinks There Is a Su- 
perfluity of Animals. ; 


The special committee of invéstigation 
has jumped into the agricultural depart- 
ment. 

They took up the account of. the oll 
inspectors and will trace out the warrants 
drawn by them upon the state. 

After working several hours in this de- 
partment yesterday afternoon the com- 
mittee decided to adjourn and will not 
assemble again until Monday morning. 

Yesterday morning the examination of 
the geological department was finished and 
the members of the committee discussed 
the affairs in this branch of the state. Spe- 
cial inquiry was made into the number 
of horses kept up by the government and 
from the character of the questions it 
was easy to see that the commitee did 
not think that three horses should be kept 
up for field work. It was found that these 
had not been used for that purpose for 
some time and it is said that the commit- 
tee will recommend that the state should 
dispose of these animals and when it be- 
came necessary to use them that they 
could be hired. 

The committee also looked into the 
methods of bookkeeping. Professor Yeates 
explained all his expenditures and the 
members of the committee traced up the 
different warrants drawn. 

Into the Agricultural Department. 

“Well, we will take up the agricultural 
department next,” said Mr. Blalock, chair- 
man of the committee, and the members 
filed into the office of Commissioner Nes- 
bitt. Here they were cordially received 
and the commissioner explained to them 
in an informal way the workings of the 
various branches of his department. 

It was decided that the oll inspectors 
should be examined first, and upon the 
accounts of these the committee went to 
work. About $15,000 comes to the state 
every year from this source. The inspec- 
tors collect the amounts due the state, 
take out their salaries, turn the money 
into the treasury and report to the com- 
missioner of agriculture. A report is also 
made by the oil companies to the com- 
missioner and a corresponding report is 
teceived from the state treasury. The 
committee will go to work on these ac- 
counts and check up ail receipts. This de- 
partment will probably be completed Mon- 
day morning, when the fertilizing depart- 
ment will be taken up. 


As To the Tax Returns. 


Chairman Blalock considers the tax 
question the most important mattter con- 
sidered by his committee thus far.

For the city of Atlanta Colo- 
nel A. J. West will speak and in the name 
of the city he will issue the formal invita- 
tion and inform the old soldiers of the 
wish of Atlanta to entertain them. 

General Evans has taken up tne matter 
actively. He has interested the different 
camps in Georgia in the matter and l 
of them will take action favoring this city. 

Colonel West called on the mayor yester- 
day and the two talked over the question 
of holding the reunion here. As to the 
matter of entertainment, there will be no 
trouble, so those who have investigated 
the matter say. Atlanta in proportion to 
her population has greater capacity of en- 
tertaining a large crowd than any cily 
in the south. This was proved during the 
exposition. It is estimated that at teast 
100,000 visitors will be here. In the main 
these will be ola veterans, who will be 
easily accommodated. At the osm ep in 
the exposition grounds it is thought that 
wt least 3,000 or 4, %% can be entertained.

Sheriff of Pike County Has Been Ad- 
vised To Make All Proper Ar- 
rangements for the Execution. 


Tom Delk has only one more week of 
life. His doom has been sealed and Govern- 
or Atkinson will issue no more respites for 
him. His respite will expire next Friday, 
June 18th, and Governor Atkinson has 
cially announced that he will not give him 
another one. 

Some days ago Secretary Calloway wrote 
to the sheriff of Pike county in the name of 
Governor Atkinson and advised him to 
make all the proper arrangements for the 
execution of Tom, and aGvimng him that 
there will be no more orders in the case. 

Tom dies for the murder of Sheriff Guinn, 
of Pike county, wh.ch was a killing that 
shocked the entire state. The sheriff had 
gone to a house for the purpose of arrest- 
sang the Des and when he reached the 
piace ne was fired upon and Ried. Tom 
Deik was tried for the murder and convict- 
ed. The supreme court alftirmed the decision 
of the lower court. 

Old man Taylor Delk was convicted at 
the same time, but his case was looked 
upon with more favor by the higher courts 
and he was given a new trial. The new 
trial took place last Tuesday, and the old 
man is sentenced to die by the hands of the 


law. 

The fact that Tom’s father was given a 
new trial and the delay caused by it is all 
that Kept Tom from going to the gallows. 
Attorneys who made argument before Gov- 
ernor Atkinson to respite him that he might 
testify in the case of his father, admitted 
him to be guilty, but held that Taylor 
Delk should not go to the gallows when 
testimony that might respite him could be 
gained by the respiting of Tom Delk. Tom 
was then respited solely for the purpose 
that he might testify in the case of his 
father, Taylor Delk. 

When the trial of Taylor Delk approach- 
ed Governor Atkinson announced that he 
would not again extend the respite and 
that Tom Delk must hang, no matter how 
his father’s case terminated. If Taylor 
Delk obtains a new trial Tom will prob- 
ably not be present to testify for him.

NO ONE KNOWS THE ROADS FUTURE 


If Richards Should Be the Purchaser, 
the Interesting Question Is, Wat 
Will He Do with It? 


Will Ed A. Richards buy the Northeast- 
ern railroad? 

This is the question that the friends of 
the young railroad magnate are asking and 
it is rumored that among the bids which 
are to be opened by Governor Atkinson 
on June 2ist will be found one which will 
be made by Richards. 

Jvst at present Richards is said to be 
in New York, where he is engaged in look- 
ing after the business of his Wall street 
office and taking care of the 
which he has been manipulating since he 
severed his Atlanta connections and be- 
came identified with the metropolis. 

It is said that Richards did not lose 
his foothold when he allowed the North- 
eastern’s lease with the state to be can- 
celed. It will be remembered that at the 
time the road was rented from. the state 
Richards stated that it was his intention 
to purchase the property and extend the 
present road—forty miles in length— to 
Chattanooga, and then probably to Au- 
gusta. When the road was seized by the 
governor in default of the payment of 
the last quarter’s rent it was thought by 
many that Richards had failed in his 
scheme and would abandon the idea ef be- 
coming the owner of the road. It now de- 
velops that Richards desired the cancel- 
lation of the contract and that he has 
another motive m view—that of purchas- 
ing the road. 

Mr. Martin Dooly, who at one time was 
general manager of the road during the 
administration of Richards, was seen yes- 
terday in regard to the road’s future. He 
Stated that he knew nothing whatever 
about the sale and had no idea as to who 
would be the purchaser. 

Mr: W. R. Ware. one of the signers of 
the bond which was given by Kichards 
to the state, knew nothing about the fu- 
ture of the road. He said'he had no idea 
as to what the road would bring at the 
sale or who would be the purchaser. 

Mr. D. H. Livermore does not know who 
will be the purchaser of the property and 
if Richards is figuring on the deal it is 
not known positively in Atlanta.

Fish, J.—1. Where by reason of the con- 
s( lidation of two corporations one of them 
goes entirely out of existence and no ar- 
rangements are made respecting the lia- 
bilities of the one which ceases to exist, the 
corporation resulting from such combina- 
tier will, as a general rule, be entitled to 
all the property and answerable for all the 
liabilities of the corporation thus absorbed. 

2. Where a statute authorizes the consoli- 
dation of two railroad companies, upon 
such terms «8s may be agreed upon,” and 
dues not declare how the existing liabilities 
or obligations of either shall be settled or 
performed, and a consolidation thereunder 
between two such companies is effected by 
* written contract providing for the Ab- 
sorption of one of them by the other, but 
making no provision at all for a certain 
class of llabilities existing against the 
absorbed company, those liabilities become 
binding upon the new or surviving compa- 
ny, at least to the extent of the assets of 
the absorbed company; or of its ability to 
perform the contracts out of which such 
liabilities arose. 

3. Where an agreement between two such 
companies designated respectively as the 
“first party’’ and the “second party“ in 
effect provided that the second party should 
cease to exist, that all its property, rights 
and franchises should go to the first party, 
and stipulated that “the first party hereby 
assumes the payment of all and every in- 
debtedness and liability of the second par- 
ty, it being understood and the second par- 
ty hereby covenanting that there are no 
liabilities for unsecured debts, and that the 
only secured debt end liability is its bonded 
debt.“ Held, that such an agreement did 
not -provide for the performance of con- 
tracts of carriage embraced in mileage or 
trip tickets which had been issued by the 
second party, and it was incumbent on the 
new company to carry out such contracts 
as if they had been made by itself. 

4. The expulsion from a passenger train 
of such new company of a person who pre- 
sented for passage a ticket of this kind, 
which had not expired by limitation, was 
wrongfil and gave him a right of action 
against such new company.

Noted Outlaws. 
IN THE FULTON COUNTY JAIL 


Brought Here for Safe Keeping What 
the Prisoners Have To Say 
About the Matter. 


Three alleged noted robbers and murder- 
ers are confined in the Fulton county jail 
for a few days awaiting trial Monday morn- 
ing in Fayette county. They are said to be 
members of a notorious gang which has 
committed several acts of lawlessness 
Fayette county for months past. 

Grig Grant, Tom Griffin and John Harris 
are the three men who were brought to 
Atlanta for safe keeping. Six men were ar- 
rested at the same time, but the other 
three—Mose Grant, Young Holcomb and 
Bob Ingraham—are in the Fayette county 
jail, it being deemed wise to keep the men 
separated until the trial took place. The 
seventh member of the alleged gang—Will 
Cobb—could not be caught. 

Te garg was known as the “Grant 
Gang,“ and operated in Fayette county by 
burglarizing stores and committing other 
depredations, it is said. 

A short while ago the gang burglarized a 
store owned by Matthes Bros., at a town 
called Clem, snd were discovered in the 
act by a negro. They compelled the negro 
to assist them in removing some of the 
stolen goods, and to keep his mouth closed, 
and at the same time to watch him he 
was given employment by Grig Grant, who 
was said to be the leader of the gang. A 
few days ago the negro quarreled with 
sume of Grant’s people and made a threat 
that he would expose him and and his as- 
sociates. The negro was svirited away 
and later his body was found horribly 
mutilated in the Flint river, near Brooks 
station, 

The arrest of the six men followed, and 
three of them were brought to Atlanta. 
The trial takes place next Monday. 

The prisoners stoutly deny their gugt. 
Grig Grant stated to a Constitution reporter 


that he did not know who the dead negro , 


was, and if he was the one he had employed 
he did not know who could have killed

him. He also denies that he had a hand in 


the burglaries. 

John Harris stated that he only knew the 
other men arrested very slightly, and if 
hey had robbed anybody he knew nothing 
about it. . 

Tom Griffin is very emphatic in his state- 
ment that he was not guilty, and he takes 
the trouble to exonerate Grig Grant. He 
talked more about the innocence of Grant 
than about his own case. 

The prisoners are kept in separate cells 
at the jail. They will be taken back to 
Fayette county Monday, and the trial will 
be a very interesting event. The officers 
claim that they have sufficient evidence to 
convict them all. 


COUNTY OFFICERS INDICTED 


BRADLEY AND HERRINGTON ARE 
CHARGED WITH EXTORTION. 


Bench Warrants Were Served by the 
Sheriff Yesterday Morning and 
$300 Bonds Accepted. 


True bills, charging extortion, have been 
found against W. A. Bradley and W. M. 
Herrington and bench warrants were served 
upon the men yesterday morning by Sheriff 
Nelms, 

Bonds in the sum of $300 each were quick- 
ly signed and given and a record made up- 
on the indictments. The cases against the 
ex-Officers will probably come up for trial 
before Judge Candler when his court meets 
again on June 28th. 

Further than the charge named in the 
true bills, there is nothing known. The 
nature of the charge and the place and 
time at which the alleged crime is said 
to have taken place are not given and 
neither of the two men could be seen yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Back of the indictments, however, is 
said to be a story of interest, a portion 
of which has been made public and the 
other part yet remaining secret. It will 
be remembered that Bradley and Herring- 
ton were members of the county police 
while that organization of the county wag 
in operation. Bradley and Herrington were 
discharged by Chief Verner. Rumor said 
that the charges against the men were for 
receiving bribes and hushing up the prose- 
cution of a criminal case which had been 
made against a soldier at the barracks. 
It was also stated at the time that there 
was a rupture in the ranks of the county 
police and it is charged that the officers 
were discharged because Bradley had an- 
nounced that he might be a candidate for 
the position of chief, which was then held 
by Chief Verner. 

At any rate, Bradley and Herrington were 
discharged. They immediately filed charges 
against the chief of the department and a 
determined fight was then inaugurated 
against the department. An injun:tion was 
later granted by the superior court, re- 
straining the commissioners from paying 
out any further salaries for the 
nance of the county police force. The case 
was appealed to the supreme court and the 
decision of the lower court was sustained, 
thereby abolishing the force.
